Jerry Maeras, candidate for 
Venice Township tax collector, 
replied on his 1973 statement 
that he held half-ownership in 
the Fijan-Maeras Agenc 
Madison real estate and ins 
ance office. 

He noted that the office ap- 
plies to the county zoning board 
for permits and sells insurance 
to Venice Township. He said 
he is a half-owner of J & M 
Petrol of Madison which sells 
a small amount of gasoline to 
Venice Township.

State Forestry Camps Aid Many 
Young Men Adjudged Delinquent 


By WALTER STRANGE 
Press-Record Staff Writer 


According to the National 
Council on Crime and_Delin- 
quency and projected Federal 
Bureau of Investigation figures, 
one out of every six young 
males will have an encounter 
with the law for other than a 
traffic ticket. And one out of 
nine girls will do the same. 

When the local community, 
the county and almost everyone 
else has given up on a young 
person, he may find himself 
adjudged by the court as a de- 
linquent 

He then may 
for an indefinite time to the 
Illinois Department of Correc- 
tions’ Juvenile Division. 

The young male offender is 
first sent to the division's Re- 
ception and Diagnostic Center, 
located at Joliet, Ill. 

His stay there will range 
from six to eight weeks, during 
which time he will receive in- 
tensive screening by social 
workers, counselors, psycholo- 
and educators. 

He also will undergo exten- 
sive observation of his atti- 
tudes, actions and general be- 
havior patterns. 

Using a team approach, the 
staff members at the Reception 
and Diagnostic Center then will 
try to place him in the divi- 
sion’s facility that they feel 
will be best for the boy and for 
the public. ° 

If the lad is hostile and 
demonstrates extremely ag- 
gressive attitudes, he will 
in all likelihood go to the 
Illinois Industrial School for 
Boys at Sheridan, Ill, It is 
a maximum security insti- 
tution with facilities and 
staff geared to help the boy 
with these problems, 

If the young man is con- 
sidered able to adjust in a 
less structured setting, he 
may be sent to one of eight 
special forestry camps. 
Preparing a young persons to 

return to society and become a 
useful and productive citizen is 
the aim of the Juvenile Divi- 
sion, Department of Correc- 
tions, of the Illinois state gov- 
ernment 

An example of the methods 
being used in the forestry 
camps is provided by an in- 
depth look at the program of 
the Giant City State Boys’ 
Camp, located 13 miles south of 
Carbondale 

Set deep in the beauty of the 
state park, the young men, 
ranging in age between 16 and 
20, get the benefit of several 
cooperating state agen 
such as the Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation (DVR), 
Division of Vocational Training 
and Education (DVE), the well- 
trained staff of the forestry 
camp and supporting services 
from Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Carbondale, in addition 
to the citizens of the Carbon- 
dale area. 

The camp staff is headed by 
Warner G. Semetis, a certified 
social worker holding a mas- 
ter's degree in guidance and 
counseling plus 13 years of ex- 
perience in the field of juvenile 
corrections 

Working with Semetis are 
four DVR staff members who 
assist in getting the young men, 
known in the camp as ‘“‘stu 
dents,’ into special training 
programs. 


Programs at the camp itself 
include a_ basic electronics 
course under the direction of 
Robert Banks, an educator. 

Fundamentals of electrical 
transmission and wiring are 
taught and the program is be- 
ing expanded to include air- 
conditioning and refrigerator 
repair. 

Another training program is 
one in dry cleaning and ap 
parel processing. Some stu- 
dents are enrolled in on-the-job 
programs in the city of Carbon- 
dale. 

The young men have worked 
in such businesses as Winkie’s 
Restaurant, Downstate Commu: 
nications doing radio repair, a 
Shell service station and the 
Golden Bear Restaurant. 

If a young man shows aca- 
demic possibilities, he may be 
enrolled in Carbondale High

School, where he will receive 
the personal attention of Ar- 
thur Black, principal. 

The young men also work at 
the Anna State Hospital laun- 


dry. 

To give the camp staff 
and DVR staff a chance to 
better help the boys, they 
spend their first few months 
helping the park custodians 
with Park maintenance. 
Particular attention is giv- 
en to the lads’ work habits 
and attitudes. 

Special re medial reading 
courses are taught in camp by 
John Phillippi, an instructor. 

Thanks to the Shawnee, L 
brary System of Carterville, 
Ill, the camp has its own li- 
brary, with over 500 hardback 
books, 20 magazine subscrip- 
tions and five newspapers. 

B. G. Niemeyer, a profession- 
al librarian and educator, is at 
the camp 20 hours a week to 
assist the students. 

Meetings are held weekly by 
the student-elected Student 
Council with the staff advisor. 
Every Thursday, sessions are 
held ‘with the camps executive 
staff to discuss problems. 

A recreation program — in- 
cluding basketball, softball, 
hiking in the woods, camping 
overnight, fishing and swim- 
ming — also is geared to help 
the boys develop better atti- 
tudes toward themselves and 
the world. 

The students are trained to 
aid in disasters, such as forest 
fires, and have been credited 
by Jocal authorities with saving 
a house last spring when an 
orchard nearby caught fire. 

A “behavior modification” 
program is under the super- 
vision of Dr. Roger Poppen of 
the Rehabilitation Institute at 
SIUC, and is implemented by 
Mel Hughes and Neil Crowley, 
graduate behaviorists, 

They are setting up a pro- 
gram known as “positive

“This is not an unnatural 
reward-punishment system;

“Speed and you get a ticket; 
work hard and earn money-on 
the job, and you get rewards 
that go with it 

“We are working with atti- 
tudes and judgments. here,’ 
Semetis comments. 

“Our students generally have 
poor judgment and tha why 
they got here in the first place. 
This is coupled with a poor 
attitude toward all authority 
figures, regardless of what they 
might be. 

“We try to gear our pro- 
gram to the individual boy 
so that he can succeed at 
various levels, thus improv- 
ing his work and attitude 
adjustments and the youths’ 
self concept so that he will 
return to society more able 
to perform within accepta- 
ble limits.” 

Dr. Champ Brahe, assistant 
camp director, works closely 
with the other individuals and 
with state agencies is setting 
up new programs and proce: 
dures.

A Lesson Learned in Vietnam--In War, Fight to Win 


Copley News Service 


At last, at long last, the war 
in Vietnam is over for the 
United States. 

It is a great moment for 
President Nixon as well as for 
the nation. 

For four years, the President 
has had the courage to adhere 
to his convictions that the 
peace in Vietnam should be 
just and honorable. 

He rejected often the fierce 
pressures for a quick and easy 
out. He held on for the “right 
kind of peace.” 

Because the President has 
had the courage of his convic- 
tions we may rest assured that 
the cease-fire agreement he 
reached will guarantee the un- 
equivocal safety of our troops, 
the return of all prisoners of 
war and an accounting of all 
those missing in action. 

These are our first priorities. 

By the same token, the Ad- 
ministration’s insistence that 
every sentence in the treaty 
must be exactly right offers 
hope to the South Vietnamese 
people that their chances for 
freedom are as good as the 
United States can arrange un- 
der the circumstances. 

Now, the first order of bus 
ness for the people of the 
United States is to give the ad- 
ministration the support that: it 
will need to bring the men and 
prisoners home, — assimilate 
them into our everyday life 
smoothly and to adjust to an 
economy that does not contem- 
plate the support to American 
forces in Vietnam.

Johnson Legacy--Legislative Program With Lasting Impact on Nation 


Lyndon Baines Johnson, the 
36th president of the United 
States, is dead at 64. For the 
second time in less than a 
month, the nation was con- 
fronted with the death of a 
former president and towering 
figure of our political past. 
Just as the passing of the 
late Harry‘S. Truman brought 
into new perspective the stature 
of a president whose full meas- 
ure had not been taken when 
he left the White’ House, so 
must American now seck to 
sort. out the  plusses and 
minuses of another who stood 
at the pinnacle of power. 

Few statesmen ever pos- 
sessed the credentials which 
Mr, Johnson brought to the 
presidency on that dark 
day in Dallas in 1963. 

He had been a represen- 
tative, a senator, majority 
leader and_ vice-president. 
He was buoyed by an out- 
pouring of support for the 
task before him. 

Yet there can be little doubt 
that Mr. Johnson surrendered 
the White House to Richard 
Nixon in 1969 with a sense of 
personal frustration and disap- 
pointment. 

He had tried to establish new 
rapport, confidence and em- 
pathy between the Executive 
and the people, but instead had 
created a ‘credibility gap.” 

He had sought peace in the 
world, but was forced to turn 
the Vietnam problem over to 
his successor farther from so 
lution than when he had found 
it 

He sought to build a “great 
society” in America, but left 
office with that term in dis- 
repute. 

jt can be hoped that these 
factors on the scale do not 
cheat Lyndon Johnson of the 
place in our history which his 

_ achievements so clearly earned 
him. 


He left a nation more 


aware than ever before of 

America’s role of leader- 

ship in the world. 

He put a new emphasis 
on’ the meaning of educa- 
tion in our society. 

He made _ Americans 
acutely aware of poverty 
and injustice in their midst, 
and his administration saw 
the adoption of the mest 
far-reaching civil rights 
legislation of our era. 

Mr. Johnson’s approach to 
politics was both a weakness 
and a strength. 

He was an acknowledged 
master of the subtle mechan- 
ism of pressure and persua- 
sion which makes the wheels of 
government go round, 

His sense of responsibil- 
ity was evident in the construc- 
tive role he played as Senate 
majority leader when a Repub- 
lican president, Dwight Eisen- 
hower, was dealing with a 
Congress under Democrat con- 
trol. 

Lyndon Johnson bore the bur- 
den of the presidency on 
shoulders that had been broad- 
ened in the rough and tumble 
school of politics. 

This, tall, impressive Texan 
was at once ebullient and so- 
ber, confident and _ insecure, 
boastful and humble, brash 
and cautious. 

Yet he was always, for all 
men everywhere, a classic por- 
trait of the American dream— 
a man born in humble circum- 
stances. 

He was a man who, by his 
energy, initiative, resourceful- 
ness and persistence rose to 
the most important position his 
country can’ offer and left an 
indelible imprint on his times. 


The influence of Lyndon 
Baines Johnson on the nation 
he loved is marked indelibly in 
the wealth of social, programs 
he nurtured during four dec- 
ades on the national scene. 


Controversy followed the tall 
Yexan naturally as he rose to 
a position of power in the Sen- 
ate and finally to the nation’s 
highest office 

It swirled about him as he 
took the presidential oath on an 
Air Force plane following the 
tragic death of John F. Ken- 
nedy in Dallas and it mounted 
as the war dragged on in Viet- 
nam. 

Still, in his last campaign 
in 1964, he rolled up the 
greatest vote margin in his- 
tory. 

Few could have predicted 
in that moment of triumph 
that four years later he 
would remove himself from 

ical arena that had 
been his life for 40 years. 

The decision was in response 
to pressures within his own 
divided party over the conduct 
of the war he had ‘inherited. 

Unable to satisfy either those 
who insisted on total victory or 
those who advocated abject 
withdrawal, he announced in 
early 1968 that he would neither 
“seek nor accept” the Demo- 
cratic nomination for another 
term 

He believed that his tortuous 
decision would further the 
cause of international peace 
and reduce domestic tensions. 

Without the Vietnam war, 
Mr. Johnson’s administration 
would have been one of ,com- 
parative calm and general ac- 
claim. 

He has been’ credited with 
accomplishing more for the 
cause of civil rights than any 
other president. 

Record numbers of bills in- 
volving social legislation poured 
across his desk, His “war on 
poverty’’ became a political by- 
word. 

There is little question of Mr. 
Johnson’s effectiveness as Sen- 
ate majority leader during the 
Eisenhower years. 


His skills in persuasion 
were evident in steering 
through Congress legislation 
on which he agreed with 
the Republican administra- 
tion or blocking that to 
which he was opposed. 


Many felt that his influence 
was greater during his years 
in the Senate than it was as 
president 

As chief executive, he often 
found himself in conflicts based 
on emotional issues, personal 
prejudices or jealousies. 

Even with his enormous am- 
bition and political skill,) Mr. 
Johnson was essentially a fam- 
ily man. 

He took great pride in his 
wife, his daughters and finally 
his grandchildren. 

Neither did he forget the 
hardy pioneer stock that was 
his heritage 

His love for “the ranch” 
back in Texas never diminished 
and he maintained his friend- 
ships with those who contrib- 
uted to his successes. 

Mr. Johnson cast a long 
shadow over the Texas 
plains and over Washington. 

The force of his person- 
ality permitted no neutral- 
ity—he aroused either en- 
thusiastic support or violent 
opposition. 

But future generations 
will find that history treats 
him more charitably than 
did his contemporaries. 

Legislative programs that 
he initiated and pushed 
through Congress will have 
a lasting impact on the na- 
tion’s social progress. 

Mr. Johnson’s compassion for 
his fellow man and his sincere 
love for his country were never 
questioned 

Those qualities will be re- 
membered far longer than the 
petty bickering of lesser men 
around him which marred his 
years in Washington. 


whatever wounds the war 

in Vietnam has inflicted on 

us. 

We can begin by asking 
ourselves whether there 
really is any point in tor- 
turing ourselves about our 
role in that war. 

After all, we must re- 
member that four Ameri- 
can presidents of both ma- 
jor political parties have 
seen the value of an en- 
clave of freedom in South- 
east Asia. 

The history is plain. Commu- 
nist North Vietnam coveted the 
entire nation and deliberately 
set out in 1946 to win it by 
force. 

outh Vietnam, guided by the 
flickering candle of freedom, 
fought desperately for more 
than a quarter of a century for 
its right to self determination. 

The first American combat 
troops were committed to Viet- 
nam in 1963, and that was when 
the United States also made its 
biggest mistake of the war, 

We sent our men into bat- 
tle without a full commit- 
ment to assure a military 
victory and without the na- 
tional will to win the war. 

This is not the stuff of 
which victories are made, 
and we pray that the lesson 
is not lost on coming gene- 
rations of Americans. 
Despite its faint heart,

While we did not win the 
war, we did not lose it either.

South Vietnam has a fighting 
chance to stand on its own 
feet. 

Its government is stable and 
accepted by the people; South 
Vietnamese troops have been 
tested in battle and have with- 
stood the heat of the crucible. 

The South will, of course, 
have to continue to defend it- 
self. 

North Vietnam probably will 
have more than 100,000 well 
armed and supplied troops in 
the South after the United 
States leaves, and its desire to 
control the entire peninsula is 
unchanged. 

We probably will continue to 
supply the arms that South 
Vietnam will need in the con- 
tinuing battle against the Com- 
munists. 

Additionally, we 
force for freedom through our 
assistance in the reconstruc- 
tion of all of Indochina.

“4 Lincoln Address’ will not 
be. presented in Washington at 
this time because the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra wants the 
performance to be judged on its 
musical rather than its political 
merit,” Peter Pastreich, execu- 
tive director of the St. Louis 
Symphony, commented.

“While the inaugural address 
was being delivered from this 
place, devoted altogether to 
saving the union without war, 
insurgent agents were in the 
city seeking to destroy it with- 
out war—seeking to dissolve the 
union, and divide’ effects, by 
negotiation. 

“Both parties deprecated 
But one of them would make 
war rather than let the nation 
survive. And the other would

“Neither anticipated that 
the cause of the conflict 
might cease with, or even 
before, the conflict itself 
should cease. Each looked 
for an easier triumph, and

“Both read the same Bible, 
and pray to the same God; and 
éach invokes His aid against 
the other

N&W Railroad Income 
Up 17% During 1972 


The Norfolk and Western 
Railway Co. has reported 1972 
income of $89.8 million, or $8.47 
a primary share — the carri- 
er’s highest since 1966—before 
extraordinary charges. Last 
year’s income was up 17% 
from $77.7 million, or $7.27 a 
share in 197]. 

Operating revenues for the 
year were $795 million, com- 
pared with $727.6 million in 
1971. Operating expenses were 
$565.8 million, compared with 
$527.6 million a year earlier. 

An extraordinary charge of 
$57.7 million against 1972 earn- 
ings was announced by the 
company in June as provision 
for the decline in investments 
in its wholly owned subsidiary, 
Dereco, Inc., and Erie Lacka- 
wanna Railway Co. The latter 
went into reorganization June 
26. 

President John P. Fishwick 
told members of the financial 
community this morning that 
N&W’s cash and temporary in- 
vestments at the{ close of busi- 
ness Dec. 31 totaled $102.5 mil- 
lion. 

This compared with $89.7 mil- 
lion at the end of 1971. The 
company’s working capital was 
$71.1 million against $49.9 mil- 
lion Dec. 31, 1971. 

Fishwick also pointed out 
that long-term debt of the N&W, 
outstanding at the close of 1972 
was $27.9 million less than it 
had been at year-end 1971, This 
was the first year-to-year net 
reduction in long-term debt 
since 1961.

“Cutbacks is industrial pro- 
duction as a result of shortages 
of natural gas, oil, coal and 
electricity not only disrupt 
manufacturing schedules _ but 
also reduce the incomes of in- 
dustrial. workers and hamper 
sales of U: S. goods abroad,”” 
a spokesman for the Gas Appli- 
ance Manufacturers Associa- 
tion has observed 

c Hood,

odic shortages of energy are 
becoming more serious each 
year 

During the past summer, he 
pointed out, temporary “brown- 
outs” and other curtailments of 
energy supply were imposed in 
a number of cities throughout 
the nation 

“Generally,” he said, ‘‘the 
first to feel the cutbacks are 
local industrial plants. 

“Unless the plant is able to 
switch over to an alternate 
tem during an energy cutback 
it means either a reduction in 
production schedules or a shut- 
down of the plant until full op- 
erations can be restored 

“This is most serious for 
plants that utilize a single fuel 
system. Plants that have a 
dual-fuel capability and can 
switch to another fuel, such as 
LP-gas for plants that utilize 
natural ** the — industry 
spokesman said, “are better 
able to avoid such disruptions. 

“But there are some in- 
dustrial processes that do 
not have the flexibility to 
use dual-fuel systems,” 

Hood pointed out. “There 

are certain processes that 

require natural gas and 
can use no substitute. 

“Industries in this cate- 
gory should be given a high 
priority in allocating sup- 
plies during periods of shor- 
tage,” be urged. 

Hood, manager of Honey. 
well’s flame safeguard market, 
pointed out that industrial. re- 
ductions or full stoppages of 
production reduce sales and re- 
sult in delays in delivery sched- 
ules 

This causes a reduction in 
employment and weekly wages 
of production workers at plants, 
with a corresponding drop in 
spending at neighborhood groc- 
ery and department stores. 

“Buel stortages also invari- 
ibly mean that production 
acility cannot meet the date 
when goods were scheduled to 
be shipped to foreign markets, 
and this frequently results in 
loss of the sale. Consequently, 
he nation’s balance of pay- 
ments deficit. becomes worse.

ing to prevent minimize future 
fuel curtailments,” Hood said, 

‘but the nation’s demand for 
energy is rising and supply is 
falling behind demand.

Two political scientists at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville have widely dif- 
fering views of the implications 
of the Vietnam cease-fire. 

Professor Kurt Glaser and 
assistant professor William R. 
Feeney are both specialists in 
international relations on_ the 
government faculty at SIUE. 

Feeney thinks the announced 
cease-fire means the Nixon ad- 
ministration believes it has 
found a way to end American 
involvement in the war. “We've 
seen this talk of peace once 
before, just before the election. 

“The fact that it did not 
transpire probably means peace 
more likely this time. You 
can only cry wolf so often,” 
he said. Another letdown 
would probably provoke a dras- 
tic reaction, particularly on the 
part of Congress.” 

Glaser is also concerned 
about congressional reac- 
tion, althowgh his analysis 
differs from Feeney’s. “The 
worst enemies of the United 
States are not in Hanoi,” 
Glaser said, “but in_ the. 
U. S. Senat He declined 
to identify any individual 
senators. 

“Any action which has 
the effect of hampering the 
President in his ability to 
conduct a difficult negotia- 
tion by suggesting that he 
dees not have a. unified 
country behind him, pro- 
longs the war and costs 
American lives. You can 
look at the news and see 
which senators engage in 
such actions,” Glaser said. 
Both Glaser and Feeney be- 

lieve the present situation 
makes a constitutional crisis a 
possibility. ‘Congressional at 
tempts to hamper the President 
in carrying out the foreign poli- 
cy programs for which he was 
elected may lead to a serious 
constitutional crisis,” Glaser 
said. 

Feeney does not believe Con- 
gress can do very much, ‘The 
fact is that the President can 
veto legislation cutting off funds 
the war, for example,” he 
said, “and I don’t think the 
Congress could override that 
veto, Besides, there's already 
a lot of money in the pipeline 

“As Senate majority leader 
Mike Mansfield pointed out, the 
Congress realizes they don't 
have that kind of authority, 
Feeney said. He believes the 
present concentration of power 
in the hands of the executive Is 
detrimental to the constitutional 
system of checks and balances. 

“There is a terrible over- 
halance of power in the ex- 
ecutive branch,” Feeney 
said, ‘‘and liberals as well 
as conservatives recognize 
that the system works best 
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when checks and balances 
work. 
“The longer the war in 
Vietnam goes on,” he said, 
“the more corrosive is the 
effect of the overbalance of 
power on the American sys- 
tem.” 
Glaser’s criticism of the 
executive branch is based 
on a different analysis of 
the situation. “The Nixon 
administration persists in 
liberal projectionism in the 
belief that everybody else 
must be a Western liberal 
at heart, which unfortunate- 
ly isn’t so,” he said. 
“Removing the bombing in 
the hope of progress will not 
have that effect, despite what 
other liberal projectionists say 
about it,” Glaser said 

“The moral impulses under a 
system of totalitarianism, to 
use a metaphor, are in re- 
erse,”” Glaser said. ‘‘You get 
the ‘opposite reaction from 
hat you would expect 

‘The main concern I have,” 

Glaser said, “is what makes 
people think the Communis 
will keep a peace agreement 
they have any opportunity to 
violate it? The box score of 
Communist ‘peace agreements’ 
is such that any baseball Car- 
dinal batter with such a low 
average, would be sent back to

School Busing 


Problem is 


Back in General Assembly 


Copley News Service 

Springfield — The problem of 
school busing might hit the 
78th General Assembly as it 
did two years ago. 

Sen. Don A. Moore, R-Mid- 
lothian, has introduced another 
bill in the Senate which is very 
near the one he sponsored in 
the House in the 77th General 
Assembly. The new bill, like 
the old one, is aimed at busing 
of school children. 

Moore got the first bill through 
the House, but in the Senate 
the bill met defeat. The House 
passed the bill with two votes 
over the needed 89. 

Basically, the bill which 
Moore has introduced this time 
is identical to the first bill, But 
he has added in the new Dill, 
“no pupil shallbe assigned to 
any such school in order to 
overcome racial imbalance.” 

Opponents to the legisla- 
tion in the last session 
maintained the bill in ef- 
fect would topple the pres- 
ent law, which has become 
known as the Armstrong Act. 

Under that law, school 
boards when redrawing new 
districts are to take into 
consideration the prevention 
of segregation and elimina- 
tion of separation of chil- 
dren in public. school be- 


Funding for 
Bikeways Is 


Sen. Sam M, Vadalabene (D, 
56th Dist.), has introduced a 
bill to set aside one per cent 
of road fund expenditures in 
Illinois for walkways and bike- 
ways. 

“The main concern behind 
this bill is to ensure the safety 
of children on their way to 
school,” Vadalabene said. ‘This 
was the top priority of the high- 
ly regarded Oregon Bicycle Act 
of 1971, upon which my legisla- 
tion is based. 

“This bill will not benefit bi- 
cyclists exclusively, however. 
Hiking enthusiasts, from Gov. 
Daniel Walker on down, should 
welcome it, along with environ- 
mentalists who want to supple- 
ment the automobile with some 
viable transportation alterna- 
tives. 


“At a time when we are con- 
cerned about noise and air pol- 
lution, depletion of energy re- 
serves, and the high cost of liv- 
ing, the bike is a source of 
transportation — and healthful 
exercise—that we would be 
foolish to overlook. 

“Some federal highway 
matching money is available to 
states for use as bicycle routes. 
But the states have to take the 
initiative. 

Regional planners are being 
asked to include such pathway 
as part of areawide transport:

‘Cabinet Members Talented But Powers May Be Limited

Washington — President Nixon 
has brought together a diverse 
array of 11 able and talented 
men to form the Cabinet for his 
second administration, but there 
is considerable doubt they will 
bé permitted to use those abili- 
ties Tully. 

Not only will they be fight- 
ing an historic trend toward 
decline in the Cabinet as a 
policy-making body, but they 
will be up against a relatively 
new trend to consolidate control 
over domestic affairs in the 
White House. 

The pattern now emerging 
points toward an attempt to em- 
ulate on the domestic side the 
admittedly impressive accom- 
plishments of the administra- 
tion in foreign affairs. 

And control over foreign af- 
fairs is now largely centered 
in the National Security Coun- 
cil operating in the White House 
under the tight control and 
guidance of Dr. Henry  Kissin- 
ger and the over-all direction of 
the President. 

This presents a serious prob- 
lem, however, for there is no 
one in the executive department 
who is recognized as having 
the presumably unprecedented 
abilities that would be required 
to direct the complex and di 
verse tides of domestic affe 
from a command post in the ex- 
ecutive mansion. 

Not even the President, 
who has demonstrated a 
suprising capacity for 
change, insight and prag- 
matism in handling foreign

“Signs on highways for those 
entering the state should say 
something like ‘The People of 
Illinois Welcome You.” 

“My name should not appear 
on your stationery, forms, an- 
nual reports, publications, and 
offices. 

“In the long run, we can save

Bakalis, noting that 45% of 
the Illinois population over 18 
does not have a high school 
diploma, asked the task force 
to recommend legislation to 
fully fund a system of free 
foundation-level education for 
adults in Illinois.

Fewer Persons Must 
File U. S. Tax Returns 


Fewer taxpayers will have to 
file a tax return this year, Leon 
C. Green, district director of 
Internal Revenue for Central 
and Southern Illinois, said to- 
day. 

Green pointed out that recent 
tax law changes have increased 
the income levels required for 
filing a return. 

Now, a single person under 
65 years of age with a gross 
income-of less than $2,050 for 
the year does not have to file 
a return. This applies to minors 
and students, Green noted. 

No return is required from 
anyone 65 or older unless the 
gross income was $2,800 or 
more. Married couples living 
together and filing a joint re- 
turn do not have to file unless 
their combined gross income is 
$2,800 or more, or $3,550 if one 
is 65 or older, or $4,300 if both 
are 65 or older. 

However, even when the in- 
come is under limits, taxpayers 
should file a return to get a 
refund of any income tax with- 
held from Salaries or wages, 
Green said. 

Businessmen, farmers, and 
other self-employed persons 
must file a return if their net 
earnings from self-employment 
were $400 or more.

Year in an Uneasy Truce

Springfield—This is a critical 
time for Republican members 
of the Illinois House. 

Will they be able to end the 
bitter feuding that erupted in 
the opening of session battle 
over the speakership, patch up 
their differences and begin to 
function effectively as the ma- 
jority party in the House? 

Or will they continue in un- 
precedented division, unable to 
fulfill the traditional legislative 
role of a loyal but constructive 
opposition to the new admini- 
stration of the rival party? 

The next few days should 
tell. 

The_ two-weeks_ cooling-off 
period in the wake of the lead- 
ership battle has had a soothing 
effect. Tempers are less heated 
and the public wrangling has 
ceased. 

Most encouraging of all, re- 
elected Speaker W. Robert 
Blair of Park Forest, has ex- 
tended an olive branch to the 
opposing forces of arch-rival 
Henry Hyde of Park Ridge. 
Blair has proposed some signi- 
ficant reforms. of his own for 
improvement of the House op- 
eration including some volun- 
tary relinquishment of powers 
ordinarily wielded by the speak- 
er. 

Hyde has responded in kind, 
speaking commendably of the 
Blair proposals and strength- 
ening those party forces which 

that Republi- 


cans must not fritter away their 
legislative power. They insist 
is necessary to provide a 
nce to the new Democrat 
administration of Gov.+ Dan 
Walker. 

House Republicans have been 
quietly advised by some im- 
portant non-legislative leaders, 
to follow the example set by the 
GOP in the Senate. 

In the Senate, Republicans 
had a lively behind-the-scenes 
contest for the president pro 
tem, but settled it all peace- 
fully and now have united firm- 
ly behind the winner, likeable 
William C. Harris of Pontiac. 

But the Senate lacks the per- 
sonality problems of the House 


and especially a key power 
figure like Blair. Anti-Blair 
representatives still _ profess 
skepticism as to whether he 
will in practice surrender some 
of the authority he has wielded 
with such relish in the past. 

They also point tq his reneg- 
ing on major provisions of the 
“deal” which finally won ‘his 
re-election as speaker. The 
Hyde forces still insist they 
were fast-shuffled on pre-ballot- 
ing commitments on secondary 
leadership posts. 

House Republicans begin this 
crucial time in an uneasy truce. 
It is about as fragile as that 
cease-fire in Vietnam. 

The rival GOP factions may 
unite behind a less imperious 
Bob Blair, but the Statehouse 
odds are no more than even 
that they will. 


State Permit Needed to 
Operate Incinerator

Springfield’ — Anyone who op: 
erates an incinerator in Illinois, 
whether public, private, indus- 
trial or any other, must obtain 
an operating permit by March 
1, or face action for violating 
the state’s air pollution con- 
trols 
Keith Conklin, manager of the 
permits section of the division 
of air pollution control in the 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, said that most incinerators 
involved arc large installations, 
fired by gas, though some are 
oil-fed, and costing several 
hundreds of dollars at a mini- 
mum. By definition, they usual- 
ly include a primary chamber 
and an afterburner, or similar 
arrangements. 


Some incinerators have also 
been sold for home use, he 
said, and anyone owning such 
an installation would have to 
apply for a permit, though 
whether or not it would meet 
acceptable standards for con- 
tinued use would have to be de- 
cided after consideration of the 
application. 


ic standards are spelled 


out in the air pollution control 
regulations, under which incin- 
erators can be operated, he 
said. The small outdoor burning 
device used by homeowners, 
and also described as an “‘in- 
cinerator,” is already automat- 
ically banned under the open 
burning regulations approved 
by the state's Pollution Control 
Board, 

The March 1 deadline applies 
to any existing incinerator, 
after that date would have to 
obtain a permit before putting 
the equipment into use. 

There is no charge for ob- 
taining the permit, and forms 
for use in applying for one can 
be obtained ,from the EPA’s 
division of aif polltuion control 

Tn most cases, Conklin said, 
permits probably will be issued 
for a five-year period, the max- 
imum allowed by the standards 
regulation, and unless the stand- 
ards themselves were altered 
during that five-year time, re- 
applying for a new permit sim- 
ply would involve filing a state- 
ment that the original incinera- 
tor and its operation still were 
the same as they had been at 
that time of the original 
application. 
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Poor Light, 
Overwatering 
Injure Plants 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Horticultural Adviser 

Sickly leaves on foliage plants 
are often due to poor light and 
overwatering. 

Gradual fading of color, elon- 
gated leaf stems and progress- 
ively smaller leaves are typi- 
cal when poor light is the prob- 
lem. Opening the drapes and 
pruning outside shrubbery often 
provides adequate light. 

When plants can be rotated 
to a bright or sunshine area 
they soon return to the glossy 
beauty you desire. When rota- 
tion is not possible your fading 
plants will gradually die. 

Overwatering is often the 
cause when plants seem to stop 
growing and lower leaves turn 
yellow. Planters and watertight 
pots become a pond if you add 
too much water. Just one over- 
watering can kill most of: the 
roots. 

An ideal way to avoid oyer- 
watering is to use pots with 
drain holes. Each time pour 
water from the top until a sur- 
plus appears in the pan beneath 
the pot. Throw away this sur- 
plus to avoid waterlogged soil. 

In stead of watering on sched- 
ule use the finger test. Feel the 
top of the soil before watering. 
If you can feel moisture, the 


plant has enough.

Finger-sized holes are the re- 
sult of a colony at work in a 
secluded spot.

small hard beetles who are ai 
tracted to light. As the beetles 
collect on the nearest window 
sill, they give a clue to the lo- 
cation of the rest of the family. 

Careful house cleaning usual- 
ly eliminates the colony from 
closets, heat registers and sim- 
ilar spots. Careful treatment 
with moth proofing sprays or 
storage with mothballs prevents 
damage.

“] think the most important 
thing about the American Stu- 
dies Program is that it pre-

In a report made to the Illi- 
nois Metro East Industrial De- 
velopment Corp. Board of Di- 
rectors, Dykes, executive direc- 
ior, called attention to 11 major 
industrial developments for this 
region during 1972. 

New developments announced 
during the year included pur- 
chase of the former American 
Zinc Co. property in Sauget by 
Amax ‘Lead and Zinc, Inc., 
proposed construction of a new 
facility in Belleville by Inter- 
therm, Inc., and construction of 
a second area plant for B-Line 
Systems, Inc., in Troy. 

Amax, a subsidiary of Amer- 
ican Metal Climax, purchased 
the Sauget ore separation plant, 
which was closed in 1971 by 
American Zinc, 

About $16.4 million will 
be spent by Amax in a 
modernization program at 
the plant. Zine, cadmium 
and sulphuric acid will be 
produced when operations 
commence, and about 350 
persons will be hired under 
a staggered program as 
output increases. 

Intertherm, Inc,, a St. Louis- 
based manufacturer of oil, gas, 
and electric furnaces, an- 
nounced during the year the 
planned construction of a 
278,000-square-foot facility at 
Belle - Valley Industrial Village 
in Belleville 

Preliminary plans call for 
completion in 1974. This new 
operation is expected to employ 
about 550 persons when in full 
production. 

B-Line Systems has begun 
construction on its second area 
plant at a location in Troy. This 
new  33,000-square-foot facility 
will employ about 30 persons 

B-Line has an existing opera- 
tion in Highland at which en- 
closures, metal struts and ca- 
ble trays are produced. 

Expansion or relocation proj- 
ects also were announced or 
undertaken durjng 1972 by 
American Sheet and Strip Steel 
Corp. in the Granite City area, 
Cope Plastics, Inc., at North- 
Industrial Park in Alton, 
Granite City Steel Co., Midwest 
Steel Corp. in Alorton, Morris 
Paint Co. in East St. Loui:

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More Illinoisans Than Ever 
Collecting Social Security 


Approximately 1,400,000 _IIli- 
nois residents are assured of an 
average monthly income during 
1973 of about $150—a combined 
income for the year in excess 
of $214 billion. 

That income, of course, is in 
the form of Social Security pay- 
ments and the recipients are 
those who qualify for benefits 
as retired or disabled persons, 
their dependents and survivors. 

According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, it is a record 
all around. 

There are more eligible 
recipients in Mlinois than 
ever before—up from 1,359,- 
272 as of Dec. 31, 1971, and 
1,290,726 at the end of 1969. 

And, thanks to a 20% in- 
crease in benefits in Octo- 
ber plus more recently ex- 
panded benefits the largess 
is greater than ever. 

Only 12 years ago, 
the average Social 
check for the retired acer 
was for $74. 

Now, the average monthly 
benefit check for.a 65-year-old 
retired person is $156 and for 
the disabled it is $173, general- 
ly, ‘the disabled are younger 
persons who had a higher aver- 
age earnings base while work- 
ing. 

For a disabled person with a 
wife and two dependent chil- 
dren, the average monthly pay- 
ment is $354. 

The size of today’s Social Se- 
curity checks is only part of 
the story. Amendments ap- 
proved late in 1972, represent- 
ing the most dramatic changes 
since the Social Security Act 
was adopted in 1935, also allow 
individuals to earn more through 
gainful employment without 
sacrificing their benefits. 

And they provide for auto- 
matic increases in benefits, ef- 
fective in 1975, any time the 
consumer price index goes up 
more than 3%, 

The “earnings test’’ allows a 
person to earn up to $2,100 
without loss of Social Security 
income. After that point is 
passed, yearly benefits are re- 
duced only by $1 for every ad- 
ditional $2 earned. 

Previously, after earnings of 
$1,680, the $1 for every $2 rule 
went gto effect and after $2, 
there was a $1 reduction for 
every $1 earned. 

Now the $1 for $1 deduc- 
tion is eliminated. 

As before, there are no 
deductions made due to 


earnings of any amount by 
a person of age 72 or older. 
With the new increase, 
widowed recipients 
and elsewhere were

in Illinois 
disap- 


pointed when they opened their 


January payment envelopes. 


These widows expected their 


checks would be 100% of the 
benefits their husbands would 
have received had they lived to 
collect them or were receiving 
at the time of death. 

However, the 100% rule ap- 
plies only to those widows who 
applied for benefits after 
reaching age 65. Those who ap- 
plied between ages 60 and 65 
received proportionally smiller 
increases. 

Across the country, only 1,- 
800,000 of 3,500,000 widowed re- 
cipients received the full 100%. 

With the new benefits goes a 
higher Social Security tax bite 
for the employed. 

In 1973, both employer and 
self-employed persons are taxed 
on the first $10,800 of earnings 
—up from $9,000 in 1972, The 
tax rate also is higher—5.85% 
or $5.85 per $100 of earnings, 
compared to 5.2% in 1972. 

Eventually, this rate will in- 
crease to at least 7.3% by the 
year 2011. Employers also pay 
a tax equal to that paid by 
employes.

State May Require Election 
Financing to Be Disclosed

Springfield—Despite attempts 
to close the Anthony Angelos 
issue, it will not be forgotten. 

One reason is that Republi- 
cans charged that Gov. Dan 
Walker sold the Department of 
Insurance for a $50,000 cam- 
paign contribution, Another rea- 
son is because the Angelos con- 
tribution is just one of thous- 
ands made to politicians during 
the year. 

Campaign contributions are | 
the single most corrupting in- | 
fluence on government in gen- 
eral, it is contended. 

There is no law requiring 
Walker to disclose who con- 
tributed to his campaign, and 
he has not voluntarily revealed 
the information, | 

The excuse given during the | 
campaign was: that he couudn’t | 
make public his money sources | 
because Gov. Richard Ogilvie 
hadn’t done so. Ogilvie» com- 
pleted the circle by saying he 
could not because Walker 
would not. 

The problem of financing 
campaigns for public office is 
not restricted to gubernatorial 
candidates nor statewide offices 
and it is not a partisan political 
question. 

Here are examples: 

—Days before the No- 
vember election, a Jawsuit 
forced President Nixon to 
reveal the names of many 
contributors to his secret 
$10 million war chest. Some 
of the mony was linked to 
the Watergate scandal. 

—Former Gov. Otto Ker- 
ner relied on William Mil- 
ler for horse racing advice 
at least partly because Mil- 
ler loaned Kerner $120,000 
during his successful guber- 
natorial bid. 

The public knows little about 
campaign financing because 
politicians don’t want to talk 
about it. 

However, for the first time, 
evidence of how the system 
works is seeping out because of 
a new law requiring federal 
candidates to disclose who con- 
| tributes to their campaign and 
| how it is spent. 

v. Walker talks about the 
“crisis of the lost faith in our 
government,” but as far as we 
know only one official has vol- | 
untarily disclosed his campaign 
contributions, and that goes a 
long way toward resolving the 
crisis.

Fewer Crises Confront New 
Governor Than 4 Years Ago

Springfield — There’s a. big 
difference from four years ago. 
The air of crisis is missing. 
Democratic Gov. Dan Walker 
has been easing into the gover- 
norship in comparative calm. 
In 1969, his Republican prede- 
cessor, Richard B. Ogilvie, was 
grappling with crisis from the 
day he entered the Statehouse. 
The contrasting situations are 
already being directly reflected 
in the public response to the 

new governor. 

Ogilvie took office witha 
modicum of popularity, having 
won election by 127,000 votes, 
but quickly began to lose “it 
when the people began to real- 
ize that he would resolve the 
state’s problems in the most 
direct way, that of raising 
taxes. 

Walker, won won the office 
with a 77,000 plurality, was far 
from popular on his inaugura- 
tion day, but it is conceded 
even by Statehouse Republicans 
that his popularity has in- 
creased steadily since — and 
that there are indications the 
trend could continue for months 
to come. : 

‘A major factor, among 
others, is that the people 
have become aware that 
he has no immediate plans 
to raise taxes and are 
pleased that the new gov- 
ernor continues to. stress 
plans for cutting state ex- 
penses.

Nineteen seventy-two was a 
busy year for the allergists, 
with many advances recorded 
in both laboratory medicine and 
clinical practice. 

Allergists are doctors who 
treat patients with diseases of 
hypersensitivity — diseases 
which develop when the patient 
comes in contact with some 
material to which he is sensi- 
tive. 

Allergic diseases fill a broad 
spectrum of illness from insect 
sting reactions through asthma. 

Last year the clinical al- 
lergists called attention 
to a lung condition named 
hypersensitivity pneumoni-

This is a lung disease 
which may occur in 15% of 
people with allergies when 
they come in contact with 
certain molds.

used for the first time last year 
in a technique for allergy test- 
ing. 

Most allergy testing is now 
done on the skin, using small 
scratches or injections to ex- 
pose the skin to substances 
which may cause allergies. 

Such tests are interpreted as 
positive or negative depending 
upon the area of heat, swelling 
and redness that is produced in 
the’ skin, 

“Liqua crystal tape” is a 
plastic tape which contains 
liquid cholesterol crystals. 

These crystals change ‘color 
with changes in temperature, 
so the tape can be used to 
grade the changes in skin tem- 
perature after allergy testing, 
to provide a quick, objective 
method of recording results. 

A few new allergens were 
reported last year as causes 
of allergy symptoms. 

For example, tartrazine, 
a food coloring, was noted 
to cause hives and asthma, 
especially in aspirin-sensi- 
tive patient 


Tetanus toxoid, the shot 
used to prévent lockjaw, 
was described as a potent 
antigen which may produce 
severe reactions after re- 
peated dosages. 

The reactions reported ranged 
from severe soreness at the 
injection site to chronic kidney 
disease. 

As a result, too-frequent in- 
jections of tetanus boosters 
were described as potentially 
hazardous to health. 

On the other hand, it has re- 
cently been shown that vaccines 
grow on egg-based material are 
usually safe for use even in 
egg-sensitive patients. 

Since most of the egg protein 
has been removed from these 
vaccines, a history of intoler- 
ance to egg as a food is not rea- 
son in itself for the patient to 
avoid egg-based vaccines. 

Skin testing of the patient 
with the vaccine in question 
was reported to be the best way 
to decide about sensitivity to a 
vaccine. 

In allergy treatment, several

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advances were reported in 1972. 
Two new asthma drugs for 
use by spray were investigated. 
One of these was a drug in 
the cortisone family called bec- 
lomethasone. 

Since it is used by inhalation 
rather than by mouth, it seems 
to cause less side effects than 
oral medicines. 

The other new medicine is 
called salbutanol. It is in the 
family of medicines related to 
adrenalin. 

Used by spray, this medicine 
is said to have better results 
than the current similar medi- 
cines, with fewer side effects. 

Neither of these medicines is 
commercially available in the 
United States at present. 

Meanwhile, from India there 
came a report of a drug ex 
tracted from the leaf of the 
plant Tylophora indica which 
seems helpful in preventing 
asthma when used by mouth. 

So, from this country and 
abroad, there’s much news of 
the busy allergists.

Billy Preston Proves He 


Is Ahead of

Billy Preston is insatiable. 
Having proven conclusively in 
the last few years that he was 
one of the leading pianists and 
organists in the world today, 
he has gone on to consolidate 
his position as a writer and a 
vocalist. 

Now, with: his latest album, 
“Billy Preston — Music Is My 
Life,” on A&M Records, he 
gets a chance to. prove again 
that -he’s way ahead of the 
pack. 

It’s been almost a year since 
Billy’s successful “I Wrote A 
Simple Song” album, his sensa- 
tional appearance at the Ban- 
gladesh Concert, and the super- 
successful No. 1 hit single 
“Outa-Space.”” So it’s good to 
hear from him again. 

“Music Is My Life” is jam- 
med with Preston's musical 
trademarks: soulful thumping 
piano, organ and vocals, exci- 
ting horn choruses, . dynamic 
backup ladies, and even, this 
time out, a lush string section 
on two cuts, ‘“k Wonder Why” 
and ‘‘Heartful of Sorrow.”

A native of Houston, Tex.,

three, and sang as a youth on 
the Mahalia Jackson Show. He 
was introduced to rock 'n’ roll 
in 1962 while touring Europe 
with Little Richard.

Its Time Again for Your Flu Shots—Or Is It?

“Can I have my flu shot to- 
day, Doc? I hear there’s a new 
strain of flu bug coming in 
from England soon and I want 
to be protected.” 

That’s how I learned about 
the likelihood of a flu epidemic 
this fall: from one of my pa- 
tients. He was right. There is a 
new strain of flu virus around 
and it may cause trouble. 

Flu, or influenza as it is 
properly called, is an acute in- 
fection of the respiratory tract, 
the nose, throat and chest. It 
results in headache, fever, 
aches and pains, cold, sore 
throat and cough 

All of this makes the patient 
sick enough to go to bed. 

Flu is ‘especially severe 
in the very young and the 
very old, in chidiren a year 
or two of age and folks 
sixty and up. 

The sickness is passed from 
person to person by sneezing 
and coughing, so it. spreads 
rapidly through places like 
schools, factories and even hos- 
pitals where there is close con- 
tact between people 

It is spread person-to-person 


by passage of virus particles 
with sneezing and coughi 

Flu virus causes a sickness 
like the common cold, but long- 
er lasting and much’ more se- 
vere. Symptoms are like those 
of a bad cold, but much worse. 

Like the cold, flu is caused 
by a virus. But unlike the virus 
of the common cold, flu virus 
can change a bit from year to 
year, This-has happened this 
year. 

A new strain of flu virus 
called A-England-42-72 has been 
isolated from patients with flu 
in England last January, and 
more recently in Southeast 
Asia, Australia and Singapore 

I offered the patient his flu 
shot. But as I drew it into the 
syringe, I felt obliged to say, 
“Pm not sure how much good 
this will do you. Flu vaccine is 
only helpful when it contains 
the strain of flu virus which is 
causing the epidemic. 

“This vaccine was prepared 
some months ago and I know it 
does not contain the new strain 
of virus, so it may not protect 
you against the flu this year, 
jeast not against the England- 
type.” 

There is a running debate in 
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medical circles about the use- 
fulness of flu vaccines’ anyway. 
Some scientists that flu 
vacinnes produce immunity in 
only 20% of the patients. 

Other doctors feel that the 
vaccines are as_high as. 95% 
effective, if the vaccine is prop- 
erly matched to the strain of 
virus causing the epidemic. 

But there is general agree- 
ment that flu vaccines are not 
harmful for most people and 
can be given safely. So. many 
doctors offer flu’ vaccines with 
the understanding that’ they 
won't hurt and may help to 
prevent the discomfort of in- 
fluenza. 

I cleaned the patient’s arm 
with an alcoholic sponge as I 
got ready to give the shot. “Is 
there anything else I can do to 
keep from getting the flu,” he 
asked. “How about vitamin C 
in large doses?” 

I drove the needle home. 

“Vitamin C has never been 


shown to prevent the common 
cold or the flu,"- I replied, 
withdrawing the needle and 
wiping away a tiny droplet of 
blood, “I can’t promise you any 
help from vitamin C.” 

“When do you expect the epi- 
demic, if we're going to have 
one?” he asked, rolling down 
his shirt sleeve. 

“Flu usually comes about the 
middle of January, or a little 
later, Last year there was a 
little flu all over the country, 
beginning about mid-January. 

“Last year the Northeast was 
hit the worst, but the entire 
epidemic was’ mild and brief. 
The last large-scale epidemic of 
flu was in the winter of 1968-69. 

“Since large outbreaks of flu 
don't happen more than once 
every 10 years or so, this 
shouldn't be a bad flu year. 

“Anyhow, you've had your 
shot now, We've done what we 
can to prevent the flu. We'll 
just have to wait and see.” 


Red China Soon to Launch

Nicholas Widow to Sue 
Over Husband's Death 


Mrs. Ruth Nicholas of Madi- 
son, widow of Demos Nicholas, 
former Madison County chief 
deputy sheriff, has filed notice 
of intent to sue the city of 
Alton on grounds that the use 
of tear gas to quell a racial 
‘disturbance caused severe in- 
jury to and the subsequent 
death of her husband. 

The notice was served this 
week on the Alton city clerk and 
city attorney. It did indicate the 
amount of damages to be 
sought, but the suit it to be 
filed in Madison County Circuit 
Court within six months. 

Chief Nicholas was injured 
last July 21 when Alton police 
hurled several tear gas gren- 
ades to disburse a crowd of 
about 100 demonstrators who 
had gathered at the Alton po 
lice headquarters to protect the 
arrest of four black youths on 
charges of disorderly conduct, 
resisting arrest and agravated 
assault 

Nicholas was at the scene 
with other sheriff's deputies 
He was treated at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital here from July 28 to 
Aug. 4 and died suddenly on 
Sept. 13 at the age of 53.
